As more fruits and vegetables gain accep- 
tance among legitimate beauty treatments, the 
produce section of the grocery store is look- 
ing more and more like a cosmetics aisle. All- 
natural products ranging from shampoos and 
conditioners to lip balm, bubble bath and even 
makeup are growing in popularity as beauty 
seekers pursue greener lifestyles, homemade 
savings and chemical-free alternatives. 

“This is serious skin care even though it’s 
botanicals. It’s not ‘fluff’ like some people think 
it is,” said June Jacobs, founder of her own all- 
natural product line. 

Pumpkin, for instance, is a strong antioxi- 
dant and exfoliant, while cranberry’s vitamin C 
can help prevent bacteria from growing on the 
skin, which is good for people with acne-prone 
or combination skin, she explained. 

So many people are coming to the conclu- 
sion that Mother Nature’s beauty products are 
just as good as the brand names, Chicago spas 
tell RedEye they have beefed up their menu of 
natural treatments to meet customer demand. 

“{People] like looking at a label and seeing 
as few ingredients as possible,” said Nicole 
Villagomez, general manager at Loop salon 
Spa Space, which offers mango and vanilla- 
almond manicures and pedicures as well as 
facials using organic fruits and herbs on its 
menu of treatments.

People have low expectations of cats. But to 
the surprise of some, felines can perform com- 
mands such as sit, stay, come, down and walking 
on a leash. 

The Michigan Humane Society has a 
Pawsitive Start program that uses volunteers 
to train cats in their shelter in useful and fun 
behaviors like the high-five and walking into a 
carrier. 

“It’s not just all about the physical, it’s the 
mental as well,” says CJ Bentley of the humane 
society “To teach them to be able to solve prob- 
lems on their own can reduce the stress. It gives 
them control over a situation.” 

It’s not just shelter cats that need more, 
though. People expect pet cats to “just hang 
out, which isn’t realistic,” says Melissa Chan, 
behavior specialist at the Houston SPCA. Cats 
are naturally active animals, she says, and “one 
thing I wish I could tell every cat owner: Cats 
want to work for their food.” 

Here are some cat training tips from the 
experts: 


» Figure out what your cat will work for— it may 
be a little tuna, a bit of canned food on the end 
of a chopstick or maybe a toss of a toy mouse. 
»Keep training sessions short— no more than 
five minutes — and varied. 

» Having your cat touch your hand with its nose 
on command is one of the easiest behaviors to 
train, Chan says. If you hold out your hand, 
most cats will naturally sniff it. Reward with 
a treat until the cat is doing it every time you 
present your hand. Then, start repeating a word 
like “touch” every time. This trick can then be 
used to get the cat to move where you want it 
by placing your hand in the desired spot. 

» Another useful behavior is entering the cat 
carrier on their own. Throw the treat into the 
crate (and if your cat is already suspicious of 
the carrier, step away). Let the cat go in, eat the 
treat and leave, repeating until it’s completely 
comfortable going into the carrier. Then, start 
to close the door and leave the cat inside for 
increasingly longer intervals. Again, repeat until 
the cat is comfortable before you try to pick up 
the carrier.

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of first year in office

WASHINGTON After a sleepless overnight 
flight to Oslo to accept the Nobel Peace Prize 
earlier this month, President Obama made a 
not altogether surprising admission: He was 
tired. 

Who could blame him? The president was 
on his ninth foreign trip to his 21st country; 
he added a loth trip the following week. The 
year had been bookended by the two most 
intense periods of his young presidency— the 
early decisions to bail out the nation’s banks 
and automobile industry, steps the president 
deemed unpopular but necessary, and his 
December orders to deploy 30,000 additional 
U.S. troops to fight the war in Afghanistan. 

Throw in an unemployment rate in the 
double digits, a health care bill still stuck on 
Capitol Hill and last-minute negotiations on 
a global climate change agreement, and aides 
say it’s no secret that the president is tired 
and looking forward to recharging during his 
year-end family vacation in Hawaii. 


NIGHT OWL 

President Obama often works late into 
the night, averaging five or six hours of 
sleep, but making do with less when need 
be. After the Senate held a 1 a.m. vote on 
health care last week, Obama said he was 
awake to see the results. 

Not that the commander in chief really 
thinks he can escape his duties, even on an 
island. Obama has been called on to moni- 
tor the airliner attack in Detroit last Friday 
and what appeared to be another attack on 
Sunday (that incident turned out to be a false 
alarm). On Monday, Obama worked out in 
the morning and played tennis before making 
his first public remarks on airline security 

So much for putting aside the stress of 
work. Obama has been candid about the 
pressures of being president during what he 
has called an “extraordinary year.” 

“You have a convergence of factors that 


have made this a difficult year not so much 
for me but for the American people,” he said 
in an interview with CBS News last month. 
‘Absolutely that weighs on me.” 

That weight was particularly striking dur- 
ing the president’s exhaustive, three-month 
review of the U.S. strategy in Afghanistan. 
Images of a visibly tired Obama, his black 
hair now flecked with gray, greeting the bod- 
ies of fallen soldiers at Dover Air Force Base 
and walking through rows of headstones 
at Arlington National Cemetery sparked 
rumors that he was skipping meals and los- 
ing weight. 

Not true, the 48 -year-old Obama said. 
His weight never fluctuates more than five 
pounds, and he still wears the same clothes he 
wore when he got married 17 years ago. But the 
gravity of war did take its toll in other ways. 

“With this one, you feel it viscerally” he 
said in a White House interview with ABC 
News. “You lose sleep. You think about fami- 
lies. You think about history” 


Police call on 
head cameras 
for backup

SAN JOSE, Calif. Grainy cell phone images often 
are used against cops accused of using excessive 
violence. Now, officers are being armed with 
their own cameras. 

The so-called head cameras are the latest 
technology to come from Taser International, 
makers of the stun guns popular with law 
enforcement. 

“It’s like the helmet cam you’ve seen on X 
Games,” said San Jose police officer William 
Pender, who demonstrated the camera on a 
recent afternoon. 

Eighteen of San Jose’s more than 1,300 sworn 
officers have been trained to use the AXON head 
cameras as part of a free trial. Other departments 
are expected to be added to the program. 

Experts say the head cameras could help catch 
officers behaving badly and clear those who are 
falsely accused so long as they are accompanied 
by police department policies requiring they be 
switched on during each encounter and not as 
an officer chooses. 

“I think it will also make the officers very 
aware that their behavior is being document- 
ed, which could cut down on possible police 
excesses,” said Sam Walker, professor emeri- 
tus of criminal justice at the University of 
Nebraska, Omaha. 



HOW DOES IT WORK? 

The device resembles a Bluetooth earpiece 
and is attached by a band that runs around 
the back of the officer’s head. It can be 
connected to an on-and-off button on the 
officer’s chest, and from there to a video 
screen on a holster. In San Jose, officers are 
required to switch on the cameras for even 
routine investigations, such as vehicle stops.
